A QUARANTINE 


Diseased Cattle Found at Buf­ 
falo Stock Yards. 


FOOT AND MOUTH AFFECTION 


Stock Found to Bg Infected W ith the 


Disease So Much Dreaded by Stock­ 


men— Federal 
Quarantine 
Applies 


to All Cattle in New York and Penn­ 


sylvania— Crusade Begun to Stamp 


Out M alad y 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nor. 20.—For the 
first tim e In their history the East 
Buffalo stock yards are under the ban 
of a quarantine. 
Because two car­ 
loads ol cattle which were delivered 
in W estern Pennsylvania which were 
found to be Infected with foot and 
ti nu th disease, were traced back to 
E ast Buffalo, the federal authorities 
have placed a ban on this m arket 
pending a general cleanup of the yards 
and a further investigation of the out­ 
break of the disease so much dreaded 
by stockmen. 
As a direct result of the conditions 
growing out of the investigation of 
the Pennsylvania shipm ent, the word 
came from the bureau of animal indus­ 
try of the departm ent of agriculture 
ordering the entire states of New York 
and Pennsylvania to be quarantined. 
Pennsylvania’s »tate authorities have 
declared a quarantine against New 
York state and Commissioner Pearson 
of the departm ent of agriculture of 
this state ordered th at a strict quar­ 
antine be placed on five counties In 
W estern New York, namely, Erie, Niag­ 
ara, Orleans, Wyoming and Genesee. 
Animals infected with the foot and 
mouth disease have been discovered 
In each of these counties by govern­ 
m ent inspectors who have been quiet­ 
ly at work for over a week. 
Practical­ 
ly all the cases, it Is said, have been 
traced back to Buffalo. 
Chief Melvin of the W ashington 
bureau has been here In personal 
charge of the crusade to stam p out 
the disease and under him are work­ 
ing a score of inspectors from the 
federal bureau of animal industry. 
The federal quarantine will apply to 
all cattle in this state and Pennsylva­ 
nia and no one is prepared to say 
how long it will continue. 
Over 200 
men will be put to work at once on 
the East Buffalo yards disinfecting 
every inch of ground. 
This work will 
take at least three weeks. 
The state 
departm ent’s quarantine will be very 
strict. 
There were eighty anim als In the 
two 
carloads 
of 
yearlings 
which 
caused the trouble. 
They came from 
the W est, but the exaot points from 
which they were assembled have not 
been learned. 
Dr. B. P. Wende. chief 
Inspector in the Buffalo branch of the 
federal bureau of animal Industry, has 
a clue that they came from Michigan 
and has started for there to follow It
